City To Hire Tourism Director 


By SCOTT JACKSON 

City councillors  ap- 
proved the creation of a new 
tourism office as they con- 
tinued their review of May- 
or Thomas Koch’s proposed 
$324.7 million general fund 
budget for the fiscal year 
that begins July 1. 

The finance commit- 
tee met June 5 for the last 
of its three hearings to re- 
view Koch’s spending plan 
for fiscal year 2020, which 
begins July 1. Councillors 
reviewed the budgets for 
the Quincy Public Schools, 
the Department of Public 
Works, the Thomas Crane 


Public Library and_ the 
Health Department during 
the meeting, as well as their 
own budget and several oth- 
ers falling under the may- 
or’s office. 

The sewer and water en- 
terprise fund budgets, which 
are separate from the gener- 
al fund, were also approved. 

In previous years, the 
city had allocated a portion 
of hotel tax receipts — part 
of which must be used for 
tourism purposes by law — 
to the Quincy Chamber of 
Commerce for its Discover 
Quincy program. 


Chris Walker, Koch’s 
chief of staff, said the mayor 
was seeking to put the tour- 
ism office under city control 
with Discover Quincy direc- 
tor Margaret Laforest set to 
leave her position. 

“Based upon that knowl- 
edge he has had multiple 
discussions with the board 
of the Quincy Chamber. The 
Chamber is in support of 
this measure,” Walker said. 
“The timing makes sense 
because of the departure of 
the current tourism director. 
It comes at a time when we 
are getting a little more ma- 


ture when it comes to tour- 
ism.” 

“Ultimately, the mayor 
believes this provides...a 
measure of accountability 
because it is with the city 
now and not a third-party 
appropriation,’ Walker add- 
ed. 

The tourism  office’s 
$176,000 budget includes 
a director’s position with 
a salary of $91,000, plus a 
separate. $15,000 line item 
for salary/wage PERM.

The current 
flag is its 27th design since 
1777. |

Picnic and barbecue sea- 
son offers many prospects 
for outdoor fun with family 
and friends. But these warm 
weather events also present 
a multitude of opportunities 
for foodborne bacteria to 
thrive. As food heats up in 
summer temperatures, bac- 
teria multiply. swiftly, pre- 
senting some serious chal- 
lenges to keeping your food 
safe and free from harmful 
pathogens. 
_ Food safety starts with 
proper hand cleaning in- 


moist disposable towelettes 
for cleaning your hands. 
Make certain you keep all 
utensils and platters clean 
when preparing food. Main- 
taining food at proper tem- 
peratures both indoors and 
outside is crucial in avert- 
ing the growth of foodborne 
bacteria. 

The key is to never let 
your picnic food remain 
in the “Danger Zone”- be- 
tween 35°F and 140 °F for 
more than 2 hours, or 1 hour 
if outdoor temperatures are 
above 90 °F. This is when 
bacteria in food can mul- 
tiply rapidly, and lead to 


foodborne illness. 

Cold food should be 
stored at 40 °F or below to 
inhibit bacterial growth. 
Place cold food in a cooler

The term was trademarked by 
Dan Buettner who identified these five regions of the world: 
Sardinia, Italy; the community of Seventh-Day Adventists 
in Loma Linda; California; Ikaria, Gaprce:, Ciceern: Japan; 
and Costa Rica’s Nicoya Peninsula. 

The Mediterrandan diet (MeDict) is a type of blue zone 
diet and is traditionally followed by people who live:along 
the Mediterranean Sea. It is a plant-based diet rich in fruits, 
vegetables, whole grains, nuts, fish, and olive oil. Red meat 
is eaten no more than once a week, and: red wine is often 
enjoyed with meals. This diet is associated with lower rates 
of cardiovascular disease (CVD) than American diets. It re- 
places saturated fat with monounsaturated fat found in extra 
virgin olive oil and polyunsaturated fat found in nuts. It is 
likely the combination of foods in this diet that produces 
health benefits. 

In the PREDIMED study published in 2013 Journal of 
New England Medicine, over 7,000 participants were ran- 

domized to follow a MeDiet with added olive oil; a Me- 
Diet with added nuts, or a low-fat diet in the control group. 
Participants were instructed NOT’ to reduce calories. The 
study measured the combined risk of heart attack, stroke, 
and death from ¢ardiovascular (CV) events. Cardiovascular 
events were defined as ‘heart attack, stroke, or death from 
cardiovascular causes. Those who followed the MeDiet 
with olive oil saw a 30% decrease in'CV events, while the 
MeDiet + nuts saw a 28% decrease compared to the'low-fat 
group. 
While diet is a major contributor to well-being in blue 
zone areas; it is important to note other significant factors. 
These cultures also have an emphasis on faith, family, phys- 
ical activity, no smoking, and no “time urgency.” Several 
ingredients go into a healthy lifestyle recipe...

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with ice or frozen gel packs. 
Meat, poultry, and seafood 
can be packed while still 
frozen so that they stay 
colder for an extended peri- 
od of time. Wisely organize 
the contents of your cooler 
and think about packing 
beverages in one cooler and 
perishable food in another. 
Limit the number of times 
the cooler is opened to as- 
sist in maintaining the tem- 
perature inside. Be sure to 
keep raw meat, poultry, and 
seafood securely wrapped 
in order to keep their juices 
from contaminating pre- 
pared/cooked foods or foods 
that will be eaten raw, such 
as fruits and vegetables. 
Rinse fresh fruits and veg- 
etables under running tap 
water before packing them 
in the cooler. 

Safe cooking tempera- 
ture and picnicking regular- 
ly go hand-in-hand. Similar- 
ly as cooking indoors, there 
are essential guidelines that 
should be followed to en- 
sure that your grilled food 
reaches the table safely. 

* Marinate foods in the 
refrigerator never on the 
kitchen counter or outdoors. 
Furthermore, if you plan to 
use some of the marinade as 
a sauce on the cooked food, 
reserve a portion separately 
before adding the raw meat, 
poultry, or seafood. 

_ ¢ Cook immediately after 
“partial. cooking.” ‘Partial 
cooking before grilling is

* Cook food thoroughly. 
Have your food thermom- 
eter standing by and always 
use it to be sure your food 
is cooked to a safe tempera- 
ture. 

* Keep “ready” food hot. 
Grilled food can be kept hot 
until served by moving it to 
the side of the grill rack, just 
away from the coals. This

your grill using a bristle 
brush, inspect it to make 
sure that no detached bris-

Prevent cross-contami- 
nation when serving, under 
no circumstances reuse a 
plate or utensils that previ- 
ously held raw meat, poul- 
try, or seafood for serving 
unless they’ ve been initially 
washed in hot, soapy water. 
Otherwise, you can spread 
bacteria from the raw juices 
to your cooked or ready- to- 
eat food. 

Keep in mind the 4 basic 
principles of food safety:

*Cook eggs until the yolk 
and white are firm. Only 
use recipes in which eggs 
are cooked or heated com- 
pletely. 

¢When cooking in a mi- 
crowave oven, cover food, 
stir, and rotate for even 
cooking. Always allow 
standing time, which com- 
pletes the cooking, before 
checking the internal tem- 
perature with a food ther- 
mometer. 

*Bring sauces, soups and 
gravy to a boil when reheat- 
ing. 

SEPARATE 

*Separate raw meat, 
poultry, seafood, and eggs 
from other foods in your 
shopping cart, grocery bags, 
and refrigerator. 

*Use one cutting board 
for fresh produce and a 
separate one for raw meat, 
poultry, and seafood. *Nev- 
er place cooked food on a 
plate that previously held 
raw meat, poultry, seafood, 
or eggs unless the plate has 
been washed in hot, soapy 
water. 

_ COOL 

*Use an appliance ther- 
mometer to be sure the tem-

within 2 hours of cooking 
or purchasing. Refrigerate 
within 1 hour if the tempera- 
ture outside is above 90° F 

*Under no circumstances 
thaw food at room tempera- 
ture, such as on the counter 
top. There are three safe 
ways to defrost food: in the 
refrigerator, under running 
cold water, and in the micro- 
wave. Food thawed in cold 
water or in the microwave 
should be cooked immedi- 
ately. 

*Always marinate food 
in the refrigerator. 

*Divide large amounts of 
leftovers into shallow con- 
tainers for quicker cooling 
in the refrigerator.

" Conleuting t Benefits 
When ‘WEP’ Applies

Dear Rusty: My wife is subject to the Windfall Elimi- 
nation Provision (WEP) and I’m trying to calculate what 
her monthly Social Security payment might be. The cir- 
cular provided by SS says that her earnings will be calcu- 
lated by multiplying the first $895 of her average month- 
ly earnings by 90%. According to the circular, since she 
doesn’t have 30 or more years of substantial earnings the 
90% will be reduced to 40%. My question is this: How 
many months do they use to divide into the total earn- 
ings to determine the average monthly earnings? If I use 
the number of total working years, her monthly average 
is very low and getting lower the longer she works. For 
example, she has ee since 1973 (46 years/552 
months). However, she only paid SS taxes in 20 of those 
years.(240 months). She turned 62 last November, so if 
she waits to draw SS until her full retirement age she will 
add another 56 months to the average calculation and re- 
duce her benefit accordingly. I can’t determine when it’s 
better for her to apply unless I know how many months 
they will factor into the calculation. Signed: Confused 

Dear Confused: First, I need to clarify for you the ba- 
sics of how SS benefits are determined (before the WEP 
computation). Social Security will look at your wife’s 
entire lifetime record of SS-covered earnings, adjust 
each year’s earnings for inflation, and find the 35 years in 
which she had the highest earnings. If she doesn’t have 
a full 35 years of SS-covered earnings, they’ ll put zeros 

in to bring the number of years to 35. They’ ll then total 
her earnings for those 35 years and divide by 420 (the 
number of months in 35 years) to arrive at her “average 
indexed monthly earnings” (AIME). 

The WEP computation is done using her AIME. To 
atrive at the SS benefit amount, her AIME is divided into 


3 parts, and a different percentage of each part contrib- 


utes to her “primary insurance. amount;” ‘or “PIA” - the 
amount due at full retirement age. Normally, the first of 
the 3 parts is 90% of $895 (for her eligibility year, which 
was last year). But when WEP applies, a different per- 
centage is used for the first calculation. If she has 20 or 
fewer years of SS-covered significant earnings, the first 
part is multiplied by 40% instead of 90%. If she has more 
than 20 years of SS-covered significant earnings, the 
multiplier will increase’ by 5% for each additional year, 
up to 30 years of SS covered significant earnings when 
WEP no longer applies. So, for example, if she has 24 
years of SS-covered significant earnings then the WEP 
multiplier would be 55% instead of 40%, thus increas- 
ing her WEP-PIA and lessening the amount of her WEP 
reduction. © 

For each year your i scife now works and has significant 
SS earnings, one of those zero years in the 35-year com- 
putation will be eliminated, thus increasing her “AIME” 
and “PIA” (as described above). If your wife now has 20 
years of SS-covered earnings, then each additional year 
she now works in SS-covered employment will add 5% 
to the multiplier used when doing the WEP computation 
(thus reducing the WEP effect and increasing her net SS 
benefit amount). If your wife claims before her full retire- 
ment age (FRA), her WEP-reduced benefit amount will 
be further reduced because she is claiming benefits early. 
WEP reduces her PIA, which is her FRA benefit amount; 
claiming earlier than her full retirement age further re- 
duces her benefit amount. 

So, to your specific question, the number of months 
they factor into the benefit calculation is always 420 (35 
years times 12): If she doesn’t have earnings in all 35 
of those years working now will improve, not decrease, 
your wife’s Social Security benefit.

Stratton. 

“It’s long overdue for a 
true American hero,” Nor- 
ton said. 

Chris Walker, Koch’s 
chief of staff, echoed the 
same sentiment. 

“Capt. Richard Stratton, 
without exaggeration, - is 
nothing short of an Ameri- 
can hero,” Walker said. 

“Too often these kinds of 
recognitions happen as me- 
morials,” he added. “Mayor 
Koch feels very strongly that 
we aS a community, when 
possible, should honor those 
who deserve it while they 
are alive to be honored.” 

Stratton was deployed to 
Vietnam in 1966 and flew 
21 missions before his A-4 
Skyhawk was shot down in 
January 1967, Walker said. 
Stratton was captured by 
North Vietnamese forces 
and held prisoner for 2,251 
days. 

“He endured years of tor- 
ture — at one point forced to 
submit a charade confession 
in which he publicly criti- 
cized the American presence 
in Vietnam,” Walker said. 
“His case...was among the 
first that brought attention 
to American public about 
the inhumane treatment suf- 
fered by American POWs 
for many years in Vietnam.” 

Stratton was released in 
March 1973 and continued

to serve in the Navy for the 
next 13 years, Walker said; 
after retiring from active 
service, he earned a degree 
in social work and then 
worked as a counselor to 
servicemembers affected by 
PTSD and substance-abuse 
issues. 


Stratton said his health 
required him to live in a 
continuing care retirement 
community after retiring 
from the service, and no 
military-oriented ones were 
open on the South Shore.

ness manager for the DPW, 
said the increase was sought 
because the department is 


overseeing more road and 


infrastructure work now 
than it has in years past. 

The Department of Pub- 
lic Works budget will in- 
crease from $5.15 million to 
$5.38 million. It includes an 
additional $75 000 for trans- 
portation costs; Della Barba 
said the city’s contract to 
purchase gasoline expires 
in March and the cost is ex- 
pected to rise when the new 
contract is signed. 

Also included among the 
DPW budgets is the Drain 
Department, whose budget 
will decrease from $1.81 
million to $1.69 million. 

The budget for snow 
removal will increase by 


$13,500 to $2.72 million; 


the increase is for the over- 
time line item. The city will 
finish the current, fiscal year 
with a $500,000 surplus in 
the snow removal budget. 
Councillor Anne Ma- 
honey proposed a $13,500 
cut to the snow removal 


budget, noting the city end- 


_-ed the year in a surplus. The 


committee rejected the cut 
in a 6-2 vote.,Nina Liang 


joined Mahoney in support- | 
ing the cut, while [an Cain, 
Brad Croall, Noel DiBona, 


William Harris, David Mc- 
Carthy and Brian Palmucci 
voted against it. 

The budget for waste col- 
lection and disposal will in- 
crease from $7.47 million to 
$7.88 million. Walker noted 
the lawsuit filed by the city’s 
previous trash contractor, 
Sunrise Scavenger, has been 
dropped. Sunrise filed suit 
last year after Koch fired the 
company midway through a 
ten-year contract and hired 
Capitol Waste Services. 

The sewer and water en- 
terprise budgets, which are 
funded separate from the 
general fund, were also ap- 
proved. The sewer budget 
will increase from $25.83 
million, to $26.36 million. 
The water budget will in- 
crease from $19.21 million 
to $19.5 million. 

The Thomas Crane Pub- 
lic Library’s budget will in- 
crease from $3.41 million to 
$3.51 million. 

The Health Department’s 
budget will increase from 
$1.13 million to $1.16 mil- 
lion. The budget includes an 
extra $20,000 for pest con- 
trol, bringing that line item 
to $300,000. 

The budget for celebra- 
tion, which falls under the 
mayor’s purview, was ap- 
proved. It will increase 
from $152,500 to $175,000. 

Walker said the increase 
was sought because Quincy 
has expanded its events in 


recent years, such as a festi- 


val marking Presidents Day, . 


and because the costs for 
those events increases each 
year. 

Mahoney proposed a cut 
to level fund the celebra- 
tions budget. She noted the 
budget for the downtown 
division — a separate agency 
funded outside of the gen- 
eral fund — would have its 
own $25,000 line item for 
celebrations. | Mahoney’s 


proposed cut failed in a 6-2

The $161,000 budget for 
the substance abuse coor- 
dinator was also approved 
during the June 5 meeting.

The 
three positions included in 
the budget are a downtown 
coordinator at a $101,000 
salary, a junior mechanical 
engineer with a $92,000 sal- 
ary, and a handyman with a 
$68 ,000 salary. 

Palmucci asked that the 
downtown division budget 
be placed on hold during a 
‘meeting of the council’s fi- 
nance committee on June 
5. Ward 3 Councillor Ian 
Cain, the chairman of the 
finance committee, granted 
Palmucci’s request to table 
the matter until June 17, the 
final council meeting of the 
spring. 

Palmucci said he was 
opposed to creating a de- 
partment whose employees 
would only work in one area 
of the city. 

“I’m not suggesting 
these positions aren’t neces- 
sary — I think the adminis- 
tration can make a case for 
why they are necessary. But 
whether or not they are nec- 
essary and whether or not 
they are supported by this 
body, it shouldn’t be done 
in a downtown department,” 
Palmucci said. 

“I don’t support creating 
a department that services 
only one neighborhood of 
our .very diverse city. For 
that reason, I am asking that 
this’ particular’ budget be 
held and that the adminis- 
tration go back to the draw- 
ing board and re-sprinkle 


these three positions into the 


agencies that are most ap- 
propriate for them and they 
service the downtown and 
residents.” 
Chris Walker, Koch’s 
chief of staff, said other 


councillors had raised con- 


cerns about the department . 


prior to the finance com- 
mittee meeting. The admin- 
istration, he said, was will- 
ing to take a second look at 
how the three positions are 
handled. 

“‘We’re open to that — 
having a further discussion. 
As I stand here right now, 
I can’t say definitely what 
shape or form it may take. 
We need a little bit of work 
on that, but I think we can 
certainly be open to a great 
degree to addressing Coun- 
cillor Palmucci’s concerns 
and some of the other con- 
cerns already raised by the 
councillors,” Walker said. 

“Clearly, we haven't 
made enough of a case here 
for this and we’re open to 
the opportunity, if granted, 
to,..go back and take a sec- 
ond look at it.” 

Koch, in a June 3 let- 
ter to city councillors, said 
creating a new downtown 
division was done to ensure 
residents the city’s efforts 
in Quincy Center were self- 
sustaining.

The junior mechanical 
engineer would be charged — 
with responsibility for oper- 
ating and maintaining tech- 
nical and mechanical com- 
ponents in all of the public 
assets in the downtown, 
including the garage, civic 
space and Hancock-Adams 
Common.

campus on the latter. Quincy 
officials were quick to op- 
pose the plan after Walsh’s 
announcement, citing the 
impact the bridge would 
have on traffic in Squantum 
and North Quincy.

“When. this was first an- 
nounced, I promised the res- 
idents of Squantum, Marina 
Bay and North Quincy we 
will do everything we can to 
Stop the city of Boston from 
building the bridge...We are

Koch re-iterated he is 
not opposed to Walsh’s pro- 
posal to open the recovery 
campus on’ Long Island but 
is concerned about traffic 
the bridge would bring to 
Squantum and North Quin- 
cy. Boston, he said, should 
consider using ferries ‘ to 
bring’ people to and from 


Long Island. 


Ward 6 Councillor: Wil- 
liam Harris, who represents 
Squantum, vowed Quincy 
would press forward in its 
campaign against the bridge.

“Our efforts to create a

and later demolished. The 
piers, that supported the 
structure remain in - place 
and Boston plans to re-use 
them to support the new 
span. Boston has said the 
new bridge would have a 
75-year lifespan. 

Boston officials said they 
considered using a ferry to 
access the island but deter- 
minéd such a service would 
not be feasible. 

“After examining a ferry 
service, city of Boston en- 
gineers and consultants de- 
termined that this is not an 
adequate option given the 
environmental impact, cost, 
and typical timeline for 
implementation, and more 
importantly, the inability 
of a ferry to support the re- 
quired public safety services 
for a public health campus,” 
Walsh’s office said in a 
statement. 

Boston is planning an in- 
novative and holistic recov- 
ery campus on Long Island 
that will expand essential 
recovery services for the 
region, fill gaps in the con- 
tinuum of care and utilize 
the natural environment to 
provide a healing space, 
Walsh’s office said. Boston 
has contracted with Gensler 
and Ascension Recovery 
Services to identify the

Attorney Michael Morrissey 
and Suffolk County District
